INDIAN  MEAL  MUFFINS.— Take  two  heaping  cups 
of  Indian  meal;  one  cup  of  flour;  three  eggs;  two  and  one- 
half  cups  sweet  milk;  three  table-spoonfuls  of  butter;  two 
table-spoonfuls  of  white  sugar;  three  heaping  tea-spoonfuls 
of  good  baking  powder;  one  tea-spoonful  of  salt.  Beat  the 
eggs  thoroughly  and  melt  the  butter;  sift  the  baking  powder 
into  the  meal  and  flour  while  yet  dry,  and  then  stir  this  into 
the  butter  and  eggs  and  beat  thoroughly  together;  pour  into 
a  well-buttered  mould  and  bake  quickly. 

GRAHAM  MUFFINS.— Take  one  quart  of  sweet  milk; 
one  quart  of  Gralmm  flour;  one  cup  of  white  flour;  one 
table-spoonful  of  butter;  two  table-spoonfuls  of  sugar;  two 
eggs,  and  two  table-spoonfuls  of  baking  powder"  Treat 
these  ingredients  the  same  as  directed  in  the  preceding 
recipe  for  Indian  Meal  Mullins. 

COCOANDT  CABLE.— Take  one-half  cup  of  butter; 
one  cup  of  sugar;  three  eggs;  two  tea-spoonfuls  of  baking- 
powder;  two  cups  of  flour;  one-half  cup  of  sweet  milk. 
Beat  the  butter  and  sugar  thoroughly  together,  then  beat 
the  eggs— the  whites  and  yolks  separately— and  stir  them 
in  with  the  butter  and  sugar;  then  add  the  milk  with  flavor¬ 
ing  to  suit  the  taste.  Sift  the  baking  powder  into  the  Ilsur 
and  stir  this  rapidly  into  the  foregoing  compound.  Bake 
immediately  in  four  jelly  tins.  For  dressing  between  layers, 
take  the  whites  of  two 'eggs,  beat  well  ana  add  a  half  cup 
of  White  sugar;  spread  this  over  each  layer  and  sprinkle 
|  thickly  witli  "cocoanut;  also  apply  some  dressing  to  top  and 
i  sides. 


CHOCOLATE  CABLE . — Make  the  same  as  for  Co- 
I  coanut  Cake  and  dress  the  layers  with  the  following:  Take 
1  one  table-spoonful  of  chocolate  and  melt  it  with  a  gentle 
:  heat;  take  one  and  one-half  cups  of  white  sugar  and  add  to  it 
i  two  table-spoonfuls  of  water  and  allow  it  to  come  to  a  boil; 
:  beat  the  whites  of  two  eggs  to  a  stiff  froth,  stir  rapidly  into 
this  the  syrup  while  yet  hot;  then  stir  in  the  chocolate' thor¬ 
oughly  aiid  set  aside  to  cool. 


CUE  AM  CABLE.— Take  three  eggs;  three  table-spoon¬ 
fuls  of  water;  two  tea-spoonfuls  of  baking  powder,  stirred 
into  a  cup  and  a  half  of  flour;  take  one  cup  of  white  sugar 
and  stir  into  it  the  yolks  of  the  eggs  well-beaten;  add  the 
water  and  flour,  and  lastly,  the  whites  of  the  eggs  stirred  to  a 
stiff  froth.  Bake  in  four  jelly  tins,  in  a  hot  oven,  from  eight  to 
ten  minutes.  For  the  cream  dressing,  beat  one  egg"  with 
three-fourths  cup  of  white  sugar;  stir  in  one-half  cup  of 
butter  and  one-half  pint  of  mi  k;  heat  to  the  boiling  point 
and  add  one  table-spoonful  of  corn  starch  previously  stirred 
in  milk;  stir  until  free  from  lumps,  being  very  careful  not 
to  scorch  it;  when  qool  add  flavoring  to  suit  the  taste;  spread 
this  dressing  between  the  layers,  icing  the  top  if  desired. 


WHITE  CAKE.— Take  two  cups  of  flour;  one  cup  of 
sugar;  one  and  one-half  cups  of  butter;  one  and  one-half 
cups  of  sweet  milk;  whites  of  three  eggs  beaten  into  a  stiff 
froth;  one  and  one-half  tea-spoonfuls  of  baking  powder;

SUPERIOR  DOUGHNUTS,— Take  two  cups  sugar; 
one  and  one-half  cups  sweet  milk;  five  eggs;  three  spoon¬ 
fuls  of  butter;  three  tea-spoonfuls  of  baking  powder;  salt 
and  flavor  to  suit  the  taste;  mix  as  soft  as  possible,  roll  out. 
cut  in  proper  sizes  and  drop  into  hot  lard;  when  removed 
from  lard  and  partly  cool,  dip  in  powdered  sugar. 

GINGER.  SNAPS.— Take  one  cup  of  white  sugar:  take 
of  butter  and  lard  of  each  one-half  cofi'ee  cup;  one  cup  of 
molasses;  one-half  cup  of  water;  one  table-spoonful  of  gin¬ 
ger;  one  teaspoonful  of  soda;  mix  thoroughly,  and  bake 
quickly. 

COOKIES- Take  one  and  one-half  cups  of  white  sugar; 
one-half  cup  of  lard;  one-half  cup  of  butter;  sufficient  cara¬ 
way  seeds  or  nutmeg  to  season,  to  suit  the  taste;  one  cup  oi 
sour  milk,  with  tea-spoonful  of  soda  and  flour  sufficient  to 
make  dough;  mix  thoroughly,  roll  very  thin,  aud  bake 
quickly. 

HICKORY  NET  CAKE. -Take  four  eggs  well- 
beaten  ;  reserve  whites  of  two  for  frosting;  one  cup  of  sugar; 
one-half  cup  of  butter;  one  cup  of  sweet  milk;  two  cups  of 
flour  in  which  two  tea-spoonfuls  of  baking  powder  has  been 
mixed;  one  and  one-half  cups  of  hickory  nut  meats,  select¬ 
ing  and  reserving  some  of  the  whole  ones  for  decorating 
the  top,  and  stirring  the  balance  of  them  into  one-half  cuil 
of  flour.  Stir  the  butter  and  sugar  together,  then  stir  the 
milk,  next  the  flour,  then  the  eggs,  and  lastly  the  mixture  of 
hickory  nut  meats  and  flour  with  the  salt  and  flavoring.  Af¬ 
ter  baking,  dress  the  top  with  frosting  heretofore  described, 
decorating  it  with  the  reserved  hickory  nut  meats. 


SUGAR  KISSES.— Whites  of  two  eggs  beaten  as  for 
frosting;  one  cup  of  sugar  added  to  them.  Mix  well,  and 
drop  in  small  cakes  on  a  buttered  tin.  Bake  in  a  moderate 
oven  until  lightly  touched  with  brown. 

PIE  CREST.— Rub  one  and  one-half  cups  of  lard  into 
one  pint  of  flour;  wet  with  three  cups  of  water  to  make  a 
dough,  not  too  stiff;  the  less  kneading  the  better.  Roll  out  in 
proper  thickness. 


FLAKE  PIE  CRUST.— Take  one-half  cup  of  lard  to  a 
pint  of  flour;  rub  well  together;  take  water  sufficient  to 
make  a  dough  (not  too  stiff) :  roll  out  and  spread  with  butter; 
fold  over  evenly  and  make  a  second  fold  in  the  opposite 
direction;  roll  out  again  being  careful  not  to  squeeze  the 
butter  out. 


1LEI?1GN  PIE.— Take  juice  and  grated  rind  of  or? 
lemon,  stir  together  with  three-four: hs  of  a  cup  of  white  sugar 
and  one  cup  of  water;  lastly,  stir  in  flour,  eggs  well-beaten 
(reserving  the  whites  of  two  for  frosting).  '"Fill  into  crust 
and  bake.  For  frosting,  beat  the  whites  of  two  eggs,  re¬ 
served,  to  a  stiff  froth,  with  a  table-spoonful  of  powdered 
sugar;  spread  over  top  evenly  and  return  to  oven  until 
slightly  browned.

APPLE  MERINGUE  PIE.— Stew  nice  cooking  ap¬ 
ples,  mash  until  smooth  and  season  with  nutmeg.  Bake 
without  a  top  crust,  and  when  done,  spread  over  the  top  a 
frosting  made  hy  beating  the  whites  of  three  eggs  with  three 
table-spoonfuls  of  powdered  sugar.  Replace  in  the  oven  and 
slightly  brown.  "  - 

PUMPKIN  PIE.— Take  one  quart  of  pumpkin,  stewed 
and  pressed  through  a  sieve;  two  quarts  of  milk;  two  cups  of 
sugar;  seven  eggs,  beaten  until  very  light;  a  tea-spoon  heap¬ 
ing  full  of  butter;  ginger  and  cinnamon  to  suit  the  taste; 
stir  well  together  and  bake  with  plain  crust. 

SQUASH  PIE.— Make  the  same  as  pumpkin  pie  with 
addition  of  one  egg  to  each  pie. 

CUSTARD  PIE.— Take  three  eggs,  beaten  thoroughly: 
two  table-spoonfuls  of  white  sugar;  one  pint  of  milk;  nut¬ 
meg  to  suit  the  taste;  a  little  salt;"  stir  all  together,  adding  ihe 
eggs  last. 

STEAMED  FRUIT  PUDDING.— Take  two  cups  of 

suet,  chopped  fine;  two  cups  of  boiling  hot  cofiee;  two  cups 
of  brown  sugar;  one-half  pound  of  raisins,  chopped  fine; 
one-half  pound  of  currants  and  one-fourth  pound  citron, 
chopped  fine;  five  cups  of  flour;  one  tea-spoonful  of  salt; 
three  tea-spoonfuls  of  baking  soda.  Steam  three  hours  in  a 
bag,  and  do  not  lift  the  cover  until  done.  Serve  with  follow¬ 
ing  dressing:  Take  two  table-spoonfuls  of  flour;  three- 
fourths  cup  of  sugar;  one  pint,  of  water;  one  table-spoonfed 
of  butter;  boil  together  and  add  lemon  or  vanilla  flavoring  to- 
suit  the  taste. 

BAKED  INDIAN  PUDDING.— Heat  oue  pint  of 

sweet  milk  very  hot;  take  four  table-spoonfuls  of  corn  meal; 
wet  in  cold  milk,  and  gradually  stir  this  into  the  hot  milk, 
then  take  one  pint  of  cold  milk',  add  two  well-beaten  eggs,  a 
little  salt,  a  cup  of  sugar,  and  spice  to  suit  the  taste;  mix  all 
together  and  bake  three-fourths  of  an  hour. 

TAPIOCA  PUDDING.— Take  one  and  one-half  cups  of 
tapioca  and  soak  overnight;  three  eggs  beaten  thorough  lv, 
and  reserving  the  white  of  one  for  frosting;  one  cup  of  white- 
sugar;  one  tea-spoonful  of  butter;  one  and  one-half  pints  of 
milk;  a  little  salt  and  nutmeg.  Ba'ke  until  well  done.  Frost 
same  as  directed  for  lemon  pie  and  return  to  oven  until 
brown. 

BREAD  PUDDING.— Take  one  pint  of  bread  crumbs 
soaked  in  one  quart  of  sweet  milk;  one-half  cup  of  white 
sugar;  two  eggs,  beaten  thoroughly;  one  cup  of  raisins, 
if  desired;  heaping  tea-spoonful  of  butter,  and  salt  to  suit  the 
taste;  stir  well  together  and  bake. 

RICE  PUDDING.- Take  ore  cup  of  rice,  boil  until 
done,  and  evaporate  water  from  it  with  gentle  heat  until  dry; 
stir  together  three  pints  of  milk  and  one  cup  of  white  sugar* 
add  two  eggs,  well-beaten,  reserving  white  of  one  e era-  for 
frosting;  add  two  table-spoonfuls  of  melted  butter,  and  salt 
to  suit  the  taste;  also  add  one  cup  of  raisins;  after  baking 
frost  with  the  reserved  white  of  egg,  beaten  with  one  table¬ 
spoonful  of  powdered  sugar, 

CHILLI  SAUCE. — Take  half  a  oushel  of  tomatoes, 
four  onions,  four  red  peppers,  chopped  fine;  ten  table-spoon¬ 
fuls  of  white  sugar,  five  table-spoonfuls  of  salt;  nine  cups  of 
vinegar;  boil  one  hour-  when  it  is  ready  for  canning.

INRIA  PICKLES.— Five  hundred  small  cucumbers; 
one-half  peck  small  string  beans;  one-half  peck  white  onions; 
one  peck  green  tomatoes,  sliced;  three  heads  of  cauliflower; 
one  quart  nasturtium  seeds;  a  few  red  peppers,  and  a  little 
sliced  horse-radish.  Prepare  four  gallons  of  vinegar,  three 
pounds  of  brown  sugar,  two  ounces  mustard  seeds,  with 
spices  and  ginger  to  suit  taste;  scald  together  and  pour  over 
the  pickles  after  they  are  put  in  jars. 

CHOW  CHO  W.-Take  two  large  heads  of  cauliflower; 
two  quarts  of  string  beans;  one  quart  of  small  onions;  three 
hundred  very  small  cucumbers;  four  table-spoonfuls  of  sweet 
oil;  one-third  of  a  bottle  of  Lee  &  Perrin’s  Worcestershire 
Sauce;  yellow  and  brown  mustard,  one-half  pound  each;  five 
quarts  of  best  cider  vinegar;  mix  all  together  and  boil  for  a 
few  minutes,  stirring  constantly  to  prevent  scorching;  can 
while  hot. 

PICKLED  LILY.— Mix  equal  quantities  of  chopped 
tomatoes  and  cabbage  with  a  few  green  peppers;  turn  ovei’ 
it  a  moderately  salt  brine  and  let  it  stand  twenty-four  hours, 
drain  thoroughly;  take  sufficient  strong  vinegar  to  cover 
nicely,  and  add  to  it  cinnamon,  cloves,  and  ajlspice,  to  suit 
taste;  heat  and  pour  over  the  cabbage  mixture. 

FOR  CLEANING  CARPETS,  CLOTHING,  and 
wool  fabrics  generally. — Take  four  ounces  of  white  Castile 
soap;  four  ounces  aqua araonia;  two  ounces  sulphuric  ether; 
two  ounces  alcohol;  two  ounces  glycerine;  cut  the  soap  fine 
and  dissolve  in  one  quart  of  water  over  the  fire;  add  four 
quarts  of  water,  and  when  nearly  cold,  add  the  other  ingre¬ 
dients  and  immediately  bottle  or  can  and  keep  tight,  as  it 
will  loose  its  properties  if  allowed  to  evaporate.  Apply  with 
a  brush  or  soft  cloih  to  soiled  parts,  and  rinse  if  necessary. 
This  makes  a  very  useiul  article  to  keep  on  hand  in  every 
household.

INSECTS.— To  keep  insects  out  of  bird  cages,  tie  up  a 
little  sulphur  in  a  silk  hag  and  suspend  it  in  the  cage.  For 
mocking  birds  this  is  essential  to  their  health,  and  the  sul¬ 
phur  will  keep  all  the  red  ants  and  other  insects  from  the 
cages  of  all  kinds  of  birds.  Red  ants  will  never  be  found  in 
a  closet  or  drawer  if  a  small  bag  of  sulphur  be  kept  con¬ 
stantly  in  these  places. 

WASHING  MADE  EASY.— I  soak  my  clothes  over 
night;  in  the  morning  I  fill  my  washboiler  half  full  of  water, 
and  place  it  on  the  stove  to  heat,  throwing  in  a  handful  of 
soft  soap,  or  about  two  ounces  of  hard;  I  then  wring  out  the 
soaked  clothes,  soap  the  dirty  parts,  and  by  this  time  the 
water  is  hot;  put  them  in  and  let  them  boil  fifteen  minutes, 
stirring  often;  I  now  take  out,  and  put  them  in  cold  water, 
wash  out  the  suds;  if  any  dirt  remains,  give  it  a  few  rubs 
and  it  is  gone;  I  rinse  them  well  in  plenty  of  water,  and  my 
clothes  are  a3  white  and  clean  as  those  that  have  gone 
through  a  long  process  of  rubbing.  I  have  washed  my 
clothed  this  way  for  ten  years,  and  they  have  never  turned 
yellow.— Experienced  housekeeper.
